2000 in review: 
Mandate: 


The statutory direction to the Chief Election Officer makes him responsible for: 


e The registration of Ontario’s political parties, constituency (riding) 
associations, candidates in by-elections and provincial elections; 

° Supervising limits on campaign expenses and political contributions to 
registered parties, constituency associations and candidates; 

e Providing subsidies for campaign expenses; 

° Issuing tax Credit” “receipts “Lor contributions, to” parties,  "srding 
associations and candidates, and 

° Making all filings public. 


All of these responsibilities have been successfully delivered by my office 
during the past year in a timely manner and within budget. 


Key events: 


The year 2000 saw the principal focus for the election finances unit in my office 
directed to two major activities; the final review and approval of the returns 
from the 1999 general election campaign, and oversight of the financial 
activities associated with the campaign for the Ancaster-Dundas-Flamborough- 
Aldershot by-election. 


The details of the financial and statistical information relating to the filing 
and campaign activities of registered parties, constituency associations and 
candidates in 2000 are attached as appendices to this Report. 


There continues to be a generally high level of compliance with the regulatory 
structure set out in the Election Finances Act. While this positive climate 
frames the day-to-day relationships between my office and registered parties, 
constituency associations and candidates, there have been some instances of late 
filing, which present some challenges in completing our review and approval 
activity. 
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Our future direction: 


Process: 


In the coming years, I intend to evaluate the election finances area of my 
operation and determine, through consultation with the key stakeholders, what 
processes can be streamlined, and where there may be opportunities to remove any 
obstacles that contribute to filing or other compliance difficulties. While the 
absence of any prosecutions under the Act during 2000 is a positive indicator on 
the enforcement side of the process, it does not demonstrate that the underlying 
processes cannot be improved. 


Technology: 


The Internet has been widely used to help my office to maintain the openness that 
is required for election finance reporting. Over the coming year, the election 
finances component of the Elections Ontario Internet presence will be 
Significantly enhanced and integrated with the other business activities. In 
this way, consolidated access to all related electoral information will be made 
available to all of our clients. 


Organization: 


The physical integration of all components of the Chief Election Officer’s 
organization will take place over the course of the next year, further enhancing 
our ability to serve the members of the Assembly, the registered parties, 
candidates and the electors of Ontario.

Financial Statement 
March 31, 2000 


1. BACKGROUND 


The Chief Election Officer is responsible for administering the Election Finances Act. 
Under the Act, the Chief Election Officer registers and reviews filings from Ontario 
political parties, constituency associations, candidates and leadership contestants 
for purposes of monitoring compliance with contribution and expenditure limits 
provided for under the Act. The Chief Election Officer also pays subsidies to 
eligible recipients as provided for under the Act. 


2. ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


(a) Basis of Accounting 


This financial statement was prepared on a modified cash basis of accounting 
which allows an additional thirty days to pay for goods and services pertaining 
to the fiscal year just ended. 


(b) Furniture and Equipment 


Expenditures on furniture and equipment are expensed in the year of acquisition. 


3. SOURCE OF FUNDS 


For the current year, expenditures were paid out of the Legislative Assembly Fund of 
the Office of the Assembly and reimbursed by the Office of the Chief Election Officer. 


4. SUBSIDIES 
The Election Finances Act requires payment of the following subsidies: 


e Candidate campaign expenses to every registered candidate who receives at least 15% 
of the popular vote in an electoral district. The reimbursed amount is the lesser 
of the candidate’s campaign expenses or 20% of the allowable maximum campaign 
expenditure limit of 96 cents per eligible voter based on the number of voters in 
the candidate’s electoral district. Candidates in designated northern electoral 
districts may receive an additional $7,000. 


e Campaign expenses to every registered party that receives at least 15% of the 
popular vote in any electoral district. The reimbursed amount is five cents per 
eligible voter in each electoral district in which the party receives at least 15% 
of the popular vote. 


e Audit fees for annual and campaign returns of each registered constituency 
association to a maximum of $600 per return. 


e Audit fees for campaign returns of each registered candidate to a maximum of $1,000

e Audit fees for campaign returns of each leadership contestant to a maximum of $800 
jolene" vee blicigl.- 


e Audit fees for annual and campaign returns of each registered political party to a 
maximum of $1,200 per return.

5. ANONYMOUS AND EXCESS CONTRIBUTIONS 


Under the Act, anonymous contributions received by a registered political party, 
constituency association, candidate or leadership contestant must be remitted to the 
Chief Election Officer. In addition, excess contributions must be remitted to the 
Chief Election Officer unless the recipient is able to refund the excess contribution 
to the contributor and recover the official receipt.
